AN OPIUM CACHE. 


Fifty Pounds of the Drug Seized at ’Frisco 
* Yesterday. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15. — (By 
the Associated Press.) Customs In- 
spector Greenan seized fifty pounds of 
opium today on the steam collier Em- 
pire from Nanaimo, B. C., and, it is 
thought, succeeded in breaking up one 
of the most’ successful smuggling 
routes in the possession of the opium 
contrabandists. For a numba of years 
past the Empire has been under sus- 
picion. 

Sometimes half a dozem or so tins of 
the drug would be found hidden away 
in the steamer’s cargo of coal.

The Private Contract With the 
United Press. 


A Statement by the Cleveland Leader—How 
Smith and Haldeman Got Their 
Stoek—The Squelching of 
the Deal.

CLEVELAND (O.,) Sept. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Leader will pub- 
lish tomorrow the- following excoria: 
“The Louisville Courier-Journal of yes- 
terday contained an editorial in which 
that paper sought to explain its action 
in withdrawing from the Associated 
Press, and also tried to excuse the*con- 
nection-of Mr. Haldeman, the owner of 
the Courier-Journal, with the Associ- 


j|ated Press. Richard Smith, at one 


time a prominent owner of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette, has also 
written an open letter, the intent of 
which was to demoralize the members 
of the Associated Press. 

‘“‘Messrs. Haldeman and Smith were, 
for a great many years, as the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal states, the trusted 
directors and two of the members of 
the Executive Committee of the West- 
ern Asgociated Press, and, while act- 
ing in that capacity, made a secret 
contract with the United Press, under 
which all the news of the Western As- 
sociated Press was delivered to the 
United Press practically without com- 
pensation. 

“Two years ago, when the members of 
the Associated Press discovered the sit- 
uation. Messrs. Haldeman and Smith 
were retired from the board of direct- 
ors and the Executive Committee, and 
the unfair contract was abrogated by 
the new board. It was then discov- 
ered that Messrs, Haldeman and 
Smith held $50,000 of United Press 
stock, which was absolutely worthless 
until the secret contract was made. 
The abrogation of the contract and the 
exposing of the deal is what led t» 
the rupture between the two associa- 
tions, the contest now being to decide 
whether the news-gathering shall be 
managed by the newspapers themselves 
or by a stock corporation, which is 
not controlled by the publishers of 
newspapers. 

‘“‘Whatever may be the outcome of 
the present controversy, as long as 
Mosers, and Smith each hold 
16.000 of United Pr-ss stock, for which 
nothing Was paid, commou aecency de- 
mands that they should remain sijent.”’

LE BRANT AT HOMIE. 


The Cabinet-maker Has Returned 
to His Family. ; 


He Can Give No Explanation of His Queer 
*Actions— An Increase in His Fam- 
ily During the Past 
Week. 


The German cabinet-maker Frank le 
Brant, whose recent disappearance 
caused his wife so much anxiety, an 
account ,of which was pubiished in 
The Times several days ago, has re- 
turned and was seen by a reporter at 
his home, No 243 Alameda street, 
last evening. He can give no reason 
for his leaving town as he did, but de- 
nies that he went away on account of 
debts, as was at first stated. He said: 
“I just got to brooding at times, and 
thinking how much better it would 
have been for me tf I had stayed at 
my bench never run 
shop for mysel pare cone times, an 
from thinking I k on thinking till 
the first thing I know I am away out 
in the country or at some strange 
town. 

“The first time I ever got that way 
was on Tuesday afternoon of last 
week, when I left my shop and kept 
walking till I came to myself at New- 
hall. I had passed through the long 
tunnel at San Fernando during the 
night, and must have met a train in 
there, but how I ever missed being 
killed I don’t know. I had not_brought 
any money with me, and s0 had to 
walk home, where I arrived a little 
after midnight Wednesday, footsore 
and half starved. : 

“That afternoon I n went to the 
shop, but did not en it; for I had 
another attack and the next thing I 
knew it was Friday morning and I was 
at San Pedro. I had been to the place 
before and knew well enough where I 
was, but how was [ to get home, for 
again I had no money and was nearly 
dead from fatigue? 

“At last a sailor from the Gospel 
Mission took me to his room, where 
I slept some, and, after giving me 
something to eat, he bought me a 
ticket to Los Angeles and shipped me 
home on the evening train. 

“I went home all right, but was unfit 
for work the next day, and did not go 
near the shop in until Monday 
morning. Then I started out fully de- 
termineed to keep myself under con- 
trol, but before I could reach my place 
of business the sickness came on again 
and when I recovered I was down in 
the country near Compton. I came 
back this time of my own accord, 
reaching home Monday night, but when 
I went to work again, which was on 
Wednesday, I took my oldest girl along 
to watch and talk to me.’ I got on all 
right that day, and, in fact, ever since, 
and I hope I am done with this crazy 
business.”’ 

Mr. le Brant further stated that his 
family was in no immediate ‘want of 
anything, and that, although work was 
slack at present, he thought he could 
pull through all right if his head would 
only let him. 

8 le Brant became the mother of 
another son on Thursday, this making 
the eighth child, and her husband says 
he has no intention of deserting her or | 
his family. 

His story, while apparently straight 
enough, conflicts somewhat with the 
statement of his wife, who, on Sun- 
day, said that he had, not returned 
from his second disappearance, 
he claims he was home on Friday 
night. 

Last evening Bradshaw Bros., the 
real estate men, left $5 at The Times 
office for the family, but as Le Brant 


thinks he can now get along all right; 


the money will be returned to the’ 
donors.

Where could be found a place of

the love of Nature that takes us from 


our homes, during the Southern Cali-: 


fornia summer. By and by when we 
have large and improved. parks, such 
as we ought to have now, there will 
be less of this summer-flitting than 
there is now. There will be fewer hus- 
bands and. fathers left to seek their 
comfort at the boarding-house or 
hotel while the wife and children are 
seeking their own pleasures elsewhere. 
Elysian Park may be made as attrac- 
tive as any park in the United States, 
and when this is done frequent outings 
there will take the place, with many, 
of the seaside or mountain trip, and 
fewer homes will be deserted by all 
save the busy bread-winner who is 
left behind. There could be no im- 
provement made that would bring with 
it so much good to the general public 
as the improvement of this park with 
its hundreds of acres, its uplands and 
lowlands, its grand views of moun- 
tains, valley and sea. With money ex- 
pended freely upon its improvement 
Los Angeles will soon realize that “A 
thing of beauty is a joy forever.” 


The San Francisco Chronicle of the 
14th. inst. has the following in regard 
to the forthcoming International Irri- 
gation Congress which is to assemble 
in this city on the0th of October: ° 

“Itishardly possible to overestimate 
the importance of this convention to 
California, for in spite of all we have 
done in the way of irrigation, we have 
made only a beginning. There are in 
Italy, India and other countries irri- 
gation systems which have. been in 
successful operation for centuries, and 
surely California can learn many use- 
ful lessons from their engineers and 
scientists who will be at this congress. 
We are just beginning to study. the 
alphabet of irrigation here in Califor- 
nia, and we may be glad to’ sit at the 
feet of masters of the science and learn 
from them. 

“The sessions of the convention will 
be held in the Grand Operahouse in 
the city of Los Angeles, and there will 
be ample accommodations for all who 
care to attend. We urge upon the peo- 
ple of the irrigation sections of this 
State to attend this congress, either as 
delegates or spectators, for we know 
that they cannot fail to secure many 
ideas which may be developed to the 
profit and advantage of all who own 
or control land requiring irrigation.” 


Gov. Hogg of Texas has been re- 
quested to call a council of governors 
of the silver States, with the object of 
suggesting that such States pass a 
law that a silver dollar weighing one 
cunce, legal tender, be taken as pay- 
ment of debts: the mines to have the 
money coined in Mexico. Such a law 
would be a backward step in our sys- 
tem of finance. The United States 
government should be the only power 
in this country to issue money, and 
that money should be good from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific.

HOSPITAL SEWAGE. 


Councilmen and Supervisors Still Wrestling 
With the Probtem. 


The Sewer Committee of the City. 


Council, togethe® with members of: 
the Board of Supervisors, visited the, 
neighborhood of the County Hospital 
for the purpose of further investigat- 
ing as to the disposal of the sewage 
from that institution. The plan of 
building a sewer northward, so as to 
connect with the sewer on Mozart. 
street, was set aside as not feasible, as 
also was the scheme ‘of laying a sewer 
along the Mission road, where, in some 
places, it would be necessary to do 
some deep digging: . 

The plan which appears to be most 
in favor is to construct a sewer in a 
northerly and slightly westerly direc- 
tion until it strikes Kuhrts street, and 
thence westerly along Kuhrts street 
so as to drain into the central in- 
tercepting sewer at a point near the 
river.

This 
paper when examined appears to” be 
fraudulent, however It was evi- 
dently issued from the Collector’s of- 
fice in San Francisco, and containg a 
gonuine signature of Internal Revenue 
Collector John C. Quinn, but is dated 
May 8, 1893, or three days after the 
day set for final registration. As there 
were between two and three thousand 
certificates issued in California before 
May 5, 1893, the number of Wong Bing 
Wing’s docutment, No. 706, is also good 
evidences that some “dirty work’ was 
connected with the issuance thereof. 
According to the number, if the cer- 
tificate is genuine, it should have been 
issued some time in last October. 

The only plausible explanation is 
that some clerk of the Collector’s office 
has been doing business in registration 
certificates on the outside. Either in- 
Ptentionally on unintentionally, an in- 
valid date was used. At any rate, this 
negistration certificate is no more 
to its holder than so much plain 
paper. 

THE 

The courtroom was again crowded 
to its full capacity, many being com- 
pelled to stand during both the morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions. The three 
brickyard Chinamen were tried first, 
and their cases were disposed of within 
ten minutes. They were, of course, 
proven to be laborerers by those who 
had seen them at work, and not being 
provided with the all-powerful regis- 
tration certificates, they were ordered 
to go. 

Then one after another, with here 
and there a slight break in the monot- 
ony, the grind kept on until at the 
adjournment of the court for the day 
the population of the United States 
was judicially ordered decreased by 
fourteen. 

During a lull in the trialof the cases 
the District Attorney asked from the 
court an extension of time to file 
authorities on the question as to 
whether a gambler was a laborer 
within the meaning of the Geary act. 
This was granted, and it can now be 
authoritatively stated that Judge Ross 
will render the anxiously-awaited de- 
cision on Monday morning next. It is 
no doubt the intentiun of Dist.-Atty. 
Denis, in the meantime, to collate the 
opinions of members of Congress who 
are now wrestling with the same sub- 
ject at Washington. 

Later in the day an incident occurred 
in the courtroom which will serve as 
a lesson to those who, when present at 
| these trials, imagine themselves listen- 
ing to political stump speeches. When 
one Chinaman testified that his life 
was threatened through the Six Com- 
panies if he registered, Judge Ross 
quietly remarked that the United 
States statutes were considered the 
law of the land regardless of the out- 
‘givings of the Six Companies. At this 
there was an outburst of applause in 
the lobby. Many of those who had 
been patiently putting in their time all 
day, alternately listening and seeing 
how they could miss the many 
spittoons graciously provided by Uncle 
Sam, stopped long enough from their 
arduous labors to clap their hands. 

Deputy hal Gard cast a warn- 
ing glance at the occupants of the 
lobby and assumed a look of stern ex- 
pectancy, Judge Ross did not keep 
him waiting long, for he promptly re- 
buked the crowd for its indistretion, 
and ordered the Marshal to station 
deputies in the lobby to preserve order 
hereafter. The Marshal was also in- 
structed to arrest the first man who 
again engaged in such unseemly con- 
duct. This checked the ardor of the 
listeners, and the pools of tobacco juice 
on the floor again became subject to a 
constant change of boundary.

Mee: FAVOR AN EXTENSION. 


Meeting at the Pirst Presbyterian Church 
Last Evening. | 

A crowd filled the First Presbyterian 
Church last night at 7:30 O’clock to con- 
sider the important matter of extending 
time for the registration of the Chinese, 
a large number of whom were in at- 
tendance. The meeting was called by 
those in sympathy with the Chinese, 
and Rev. Dr. Reed of the First Baptist 
Church, Rev. Dr. Bresee of Simpson M. 
—.. Church, and Rev. Dr. Stradley of 
Trinity M. E. Church South, with J. P. 
Widney, M. D., president of the uni- 
versity, occupied the pulpit. Dr. B 
acted as chairman of the meeting, ana 
Dr. Stradley led in prayer. 

The chairman briefly outlined the pur- 
pose of the meeting, as follows: 

He stated that frierds of the Chinese 

ople among us have desired that a 
meeting be called to see if something 
cannot be done, as an act of humanity, 
to help them in this hour of trial. We 
have taken almost every attitude in re- 
gard to the Chinese. We have desired 
and employed and encouraged them; 
we have not wanted them, and have 
perseciited and almost mobbed them. 
This has resulted in the present law, 
under which they are suffering. In 
many respects, these people are little 
more, than children, and they have

Rev. Daniel Reed then addressed the 


meeting as to the constitutionality of 
the action recently taken. His remarks 


were to the effect that it is not best — 


to ask that there be a stay of procead- 
ings now, but that more radical ground 
should be taken, and that we should 
say that the whole business is wronz: 
that we should maintain that the 
Geary bill, and ‘all the laws passed ‘to 
enforce it, and all the proceedings of 
court to enforce it, are contrary to the 
laws of the State of California. The 
Constitution of the State of California 
emphatically declares that there shall 

no class legislation, and in the Biur- 


lingame treaty it was specifically stated » 


that*the Chinese citizens in this coun- 
try should be entitled to all the »riv- 


ileges and immunities, the same as any 


nation. William H. Seward, putting it 
on the ground of commerce, as well ‘as 
civilization and Christianity, advised us 
to encourage Chinese immigration. The 
Chinese, therefore, came to this coun- 
try under encouragement, and. under 
our treaty with China we are solemaly 
bound to-give to those of that nation 
all rights and privileges. 

Article 6 of the Constitution was 
cited, in which it is provided that all 


treaties made, or which shall be :nade, 


under the authority thereof shall be 
the supremte law of the land, and the 
judge in every State shall be tound 

Ws Of any State to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Supplementary to this article is the 
treaty of November 17, 1880, between 
China and the United States. We find 
here, in article 2, the following: *‘Chi- 
nese subjects, whether proceeding to 
the United States as teachers. students, 
merchants, or from. curiosity, to 
gether with their body and household 
servants, and Chinese laborers who are 
now in the United States, shall be al- 
lowed t6 go and come of their own free 
will and accord, and shall be accorded 
all the rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties and exemptions which are accorded 
to the citizen and subject of the most 
favored nations.”’ 

This supplementary .treaty is now in 
force, and in a report made and pre- 
sented to Congress in 1888, the report 
says: ““‘This act is in contravention to 
the treaty of 1868, and of the supple- 
mentary treaty of 1880, but it is not 
on that account invalid.’’ 

Various articles were quoted by the 
speaker to prove the unconstitution- 
ality of the courts in their action, and 
it was claimed that this article of the 
Constitution, as it stands, is- the 
supreme law of the land, and that it 
is effrontery to attempt to exclude the 
Chinese, under the binding force of 
our treaty.

We 
should act as Christians. 

Rev. Burt Estes Howard, pastor of 
the church, was called, and spoke very 
pointedly. Mr. Howard said: “It is 
awfully easy at such a time as this 
to become intemperate in our words 
and actions, on both sides. An un- 
welcome guest is among us, but he 
came at our bidding. The best plan 
stems to be to take a temperate course 
in everything. It seems but right to 
demand that the Chinanten should reg- 
ister. The deportation of those here 
illegally must be approved; but those 
who are here are deserving of dour 
consideration, for they are of our 
common humanity. This dragging of 
men away from their business hastily, 
as has been done, has not seemed ex- 
actly the thing for the American citi- 
zen, who claims to be proud of being 
‘“‘square’’ in his dealings. 

Mr. Howard then moved that it be 
considered the sense of this meeting 
that a petition be presented to Con- 
gress, requesting that the time of reg- 
istration under the Geary law be ex- 
tended six months This was second- 
ed by Dr. Widney. :

At this point an appeal for a voice in 
the deliberation of the meeting was 
made from the audience by one Clark, 
of a labor paper, which request was 
granted courteously by Dr. Bresee. 
Mr. Clark thereupon ascended to the 
pulpit, and may have made his maiden 
speech from that vantage point, al- 
though he had the voice of an orator.

Probate Orders Entered by Ja ‘ge 
Clark Yesterday. 


A New Trial Asked for in the Case of Wilson 
vs. The California Gentral Rai way 
Company—Routine Business 
in Court—New Suits. 


The appeal taken from the judgment 
of. foreclosure in the case of Jose de 
Arnaz vs, James Jaynes et al. has been 
dismissed by the Supreme Court in 
accordance with reasons stated in an 
opinion: received in this city yesterday. 
The mortgage in question was exe- 
cuted February 3, 1887, by two of the 
appellants to secure their joint and 
several promissory notes for $20,540, 
with interest at 8 per cent. per annum, 
payable semi-annually. 

Andrew Stephen was a lessee of the 
mortgaged property, and answered to 
the complaint, setting up his interest. 
. M. Taylor answered,-alleging that 
he was the owner of an undivided two- 
thirds of the mortgaged property, sub- 
ject to the lien of the mortgage, and 
consented that plaintiff be granted the 
relief prayed for, including the ap- 
pointment. of a receiver. 

The defendants, Jaynes, Moffatt and 
Conklin, the appellants, answered, ad- 


mitting that, no payment had been | 


nfade upon the mortgage, and alleging 


that from December 1, 1887, to Novem- | 


ber 17, 1891, Defendant Taylor owned 
an undivided two-thirds of the mert- 
gaged property, and they the remain- 
ing one-third; that during 
was in possession of the mortgaged 
premises, and received the rents and 
profits of the same of the value of 
$5000, which should have been applied 
upon the mortgage. They, therefore, 
prayed for an. accounting. 

Plaintif? demurred to this answer; 
the demurrer was sustained, and the 
defendants declining to amend the 
judgment went against them, and from 
which they took the appeal. 

The Supreme Court in determining 
this appeal holds that Moffatt was the 
only one personally liable for the mort- 
gage debt, hence deficiency judgment 
was waived, except as to the funds in 
the hands of the receiver. 

There was no personal judgment 
againgt any of the defendants for a 
deficiéncy, but there was a judgment 
against the whole of the property, to 
which Taylor was a necessary party. 
If the judgment was reversed Taylor 
would mecessarily be a party to fur- 
ther proceedings, else his interest in 
the mortgaged premises would not be 
foreclosed.

About Treasurer’ Long’s Deposits 
. in the Consolidated. 


They Were ‘Specials,’ but the Bank Offi- 
_clals Had Tampered With the Sacks— 
Suspicious Mission Workers— 
General Notes. 


Maj. Levi Chase, who, in the ab- 
sence of Receiver O'Connor, is,keeping 
an eyé on affairs at the Consolidated 
Bank, thinks that assessments of stock- 
holders will make up nearly. all losses 
caused “by shrinkages in the bank's 
“‘yecurities, and that depositors will re- 
ceive from 90 to 95 cents on the dollar. 

There have been some sensational 
statements with reference to special 
deposits. made at the Consolidated by 
County Treasurer Long. It has been 
said that Mr. Long’s deposits were not 
“special’’ until the day before the 
bank failed, when he demanded that 
the money be made special, and then 
removed it to the county vaults. It 
now appears that Mr. Long did deposit 
the money as special, and has seven 
special deposit certificates bearing dates 
of each transaction, but it is alleged 
that the bank nevertheless had opened 
the sacks and used the money, and 
that when’ he ascertained that to be 
true, a few days before suspension, he 
did have a scene with the manage- 
ment, and compelled them to sack the 
money up again when he removed it, 
about $60,000, to-the county vaults. 

A Mrs. Jordan and Miss Jenkins, 
professing to come from San Francisco, 
began on Monday to work the town 
for money for a ‘“‘mission’’ which they 
proposed to open on Christmas day.

Twenty Thousand Dollars to Be Paid by the 
Chino Factory for Beets—General

Gen: H. A. Pierce informed the Times 


‘representative Thursday evening that 


on Friday (yesterday) there would be 
paid over $20,000 to the farmers of An- 
aheim and vicinity, for beets, which 
they had furnished to the Chino fac- 
tory up to the first day of the present 
month. He further stated that the 
shipments for this month would, per- 
haps, be considerably larger than for 
the past. month, and if this proved to 
be the case, the farmers would receive 
between $25,000 and $30,000 on the 15th 
of October. Upon this estimate the 
sugar-beet industry this yea® will cre- 
ate an income of. about $50,000 to the 
county. From practical tests made 
this season, Orange county beets have 
beat all beets in the State, so far as 
the amount and the quality of sac- 
charine matter contained therein is con- 
cerned, and, that is by long odds, the 
most imporfant feature in the cultiva- 
tion of the product, as upon this the 
yalue of the beet -is. based, and from 
this the ingredients of the sugar are 
almost wholly drawn. This being a 
fact, it is but natural to presume that 
ere another twelve-month fpasses the 
county will have a factory within its 
own borders—either at Anaheim or at 
a point near that

‘THE SUPERVISORS. 


Petition Asking for’ Change of 
Water Courses. 


A Vernon Resident Whose Property is Dam- 
aged by the Winter Storms—The Re- 
 €arder on Deed and Mort- 
gage Forms. 


The Board of Supervisors met yester- 
day morning at 10 o’clock, Chairman 
Cook presiding and Supervisors Fran- 
cisco, Hay and Hanly in attendance. 

Richard D. List sent in a petition 
asking that steps be taken to prevent 
storm water from ruining his property 
in the Vernon district, by changing the 
water courses. The petitioner repre- 
sented that he was the owner of 100 
acres of land on the west side of West- 
ern avenue; that, prior to the winter of 
1892, the storm and other water from 
the vicinity east of Western avenue 
and south of the Santa Fe 

Railroad, and also from that large area 
drained into and around Conolly’s 
Lake, flowed in a northwesterly direc- 
tion and along. Western avenue until 
intercepteds by the swail or other nat- 
ural depression; that in the fall of 1892 
the road master, presumably under of- 
ficial instructions,’ changed the course 
or way of the storm wate? by a sys- 
tem of culverts and road grading, thus 
causing it to flow northerly along the 
west side only of said Western ave- 
nue to points about half a mile-north 
of the former point of divergence and 
north of said natural depression, which 
points were opposite e property of 
the petitioner; that by the present arti- 
ficial waterways thus created throwing 
immense volumes of water out of the 
natural course during the winter of 
1892 and spring of 1893 the petitioner 
Suffered damage in the total destruc- 
tion of alfalfa fields"and growing hay 
crops and the loss of cattle; that the 
trouble is being augmented by the 
present county improvements being 
made, which, if pursued, will result in 
greater damage to property in the 
neighborhood. 

. The board decided to visit the local- 
ity on Thursday, the 2ist, to exdmine 
into the cause of complaint. 

Coronor, Cates was granted a leave 
of absence to extend from September 
21 to November 1. 

‘On motion of Supervisor Hay it was 
ordered that Joseph Rosenbund, an in- 
digent, be given transportation to 
Fresno at the expense of the county. 
~ County Recorder Arthur Bray filed 
the following communication: 

“In compliance with your order of 
the 12th inst., wherein you refer all 
ccorimunications relative to blank forms 
for mortgages and deeds to me for 
examination and report, I hereby beg 
to submit the following: 

“There seems, from these letters, to 
be an almost unanimous desire of the 
representative citizens of this county 
to have the several records, mortgages, 
etc., printed, thereby making a uniform 
system of deeds and transfers through- 
out the county. 

_ “By carrying out this scheme, sev- 
eral‘ matters I. think of great impor- 
tance present themselves, some of 
Which are the reduction of errors in 
the record, and saving to the county 


also the fact that less books will be 
required, making considerable savin 
in that respect. 

PR iy therefore suggest that you allow 
me to ‘procure e necessary books 
printed to conform to the blank forms 
to .be distributed throughout the 
sounty. 

-“In order to introduce the system, I 
think first that these blanks should 
‘be. distrittlyted free of charge, and 
later to communicate with the different 
Stationérs throughout the county in 

er that they may keep in stock the 
by, the board. that are to be adopted 


““Although you only sent out one 
form of deed and mortgage with your 
cOmmunications, I think it would be 
to’ adopt a form for quit claim 

deed, of mortgages, Sher- 
iffs’ deeds; Sheriff sale, general power 
of attorney, and satisfaction of mort- 
gage; all of which blanks I herewith 
submit, believing that they will fill all 
requirements. 
. “My idea is not to procure too many 
books at first, but only enough to make 
@# start, which number could be left to 
my discretion. 

“In regard to the several banks which 
loan money on real estate, I believe 
that they could be got together through 
their attorneys and a general form 
eould be decided upon suit them all, 
and I would.recommena that a com- 

unication be sent them, asking that 
they meet and agree upon a form of 
mortgage. 

No action was taken on the com- 
munication of the Recorder, it being 
thought best to wait until the Tues- 
day meeting before making any defi- 
nite order relating thereto. 

* The latter part of the afternoon was 
given up to the election of a county 
treasurer to fill the vacancy caused 
by the absence of Mr. Shorb, after 
which an adjournment was taken.

FIRST STREET WIDENING. 


Petitioners Ask Leave to to Withdraw Their 
Names. 

Several of the property-owners who 
signed the petition asking to have 
First street widenad between Main 


with the City Clerk a communication 
in which they request that their names 
be withdrawn from the petition.’ 

They state that the parties who se- 
cured their names to the petition aia 
so through misrepresentation, by as- 
suring them that they (the petitioners) 
would not. be required to pay’ any as- 
sessment nor be to any expense what- 
ever for the widening of the street. 

The petitioners further state that they 
are now informed that they will be as- 
sessed and compelled to pay for the 
said widening. This they believe to be 
an injustice as they have already con- 
tributed their share toward the widen- 
ing of the street. 

e signatures are Henry Merz, 81 
feet; R. Messer, 30 feet; Marie Sittel, 
37 feet; John Schneider, 38 feet, and 
Charles Von der Kuhlen, 50 feet, making 
a total of 236 feet. 

It will be remembered that at the 
last meeting of the City Council the 
City Engineer presented a report in 
reference to the widening, in which it 
was stated that within the district of 
assessment fixed by the Council the pe- 
titioners for the widening had a ma- 
jority of eighteen feet. At the same 
meeting the City Engineer was in- 
structed to,prepare a map of the as- 
sessment ‘aMtrict and present the same 
to the City Attorney to draft the neces- 
sary ordinance. 

In previous cases similar to this one 
it has been decided that when the pro- 
ceedings for a piece of work had been 
in accordance with the petition asking 
for such work, then a person who had 
signed the petition could not with- 
draw his name from it.

He had been at Santa Monica during 
the evening with some fellow-soldiers, 
a number of whom, including himself, 
drank more liquor than was good for 
them. About’ 10:30 o'clock, all boarded 
the car to return to the home. There 
were over thirty passengérs aboard, 
filling the little car to its utmost ca- 
pacity. 

Wilson, being unable to obtain a seat, 
took a position Standing on the foot- 
board, at the extreme forward end of 
the car. There seemed to be a great 
deal of hilarity among the passengers, 
and some were singnig old war songs. 
However, everything was peaceful, and 
there was no animosity displayed. 

From the statements of the driver 
and others, it is evident that Wilson, 
while not drunk, was more or less un- 
der the influence of liquor. 

While the car was proceeding on its 
way, he became involved in an argu- 
ment with a fellow-passenger, and, 
hanging on with one hand, he empha- 
Sized his side of the argument with the 
other. 

Suddenly the car struck an obstruc- 
ton nd was ,uickly brought to a 
Stop. It was then ascertained that Wii- 
son had fallen off, and the front wheels 
of the car had run over him. He was 
quickly picked up and laid on one of 
the seats, but hardly had this been 
nt when he expired with a groan of 
ain. 

The body was conveyed to the home 
by the same cinveyance that had 
caused his death, when Surgeon Pruitt 
made an examination. It was then as- 
certained that several ribs on each side 
of the man’s body had been broken, 
and his spinal column fractured, be- 
sides other cuts and contusions. 
Coroner Cates was summoned, and 
Friday afternoon an inquest was held 
on the remains. The facts as above re- 
cited were substantially brought out. 
There was no one who testified as to 
witnessing the unfortunate man’s im- 
mediate fall, although he was seen 
gesticulating perhaps a minute before 
the car stopped. 

The jury, after a short deliberation, 
returned a verdict that the man came 
to his death by falling underneath a 
car of the Santa Monica and Soldiers’ 
Home* Railroad, on which he was rid- 
ing, and that his death was accidental. 
Wilson had been «| member of the 
home for several years, and since April, 
1892, had been an inmate of the hospital, 
being engaged at the time of his death 
as a waiter upon one of the tables 
there. 
He was about 55 years of age, and 
during the rebellion served in Co. G, 
One Hundred and Forty-sixth Illinois 
Infantry. His funeral will occur this 
afternoon. 


Stoning a Railroad Train. 
As the 5:15 Southern Pacific train 
to Santa Monica was nearing Win- 
throp. station, last evening, a good- 
sized rock went tearing through a 
window of one of the coaches, &triking 
a man whose name could not be learned 
upon the face. The man received quite 
an ugly wound. 
This is but a continuation of this 
class of attacks that have been made 
upon trains in this vicinity recently, 
and it was but a fortnight ago that 
the up train from Santa Monica was 
attacked in the same manner near 
this spot. Fortunately in this instance 
no one was hurt. 
The perpetrators of these outrages 
are evidently boys, and if they per- 
sist in their hoodlumism, will undoubt- 
edly seriously injure some one.
